The 
number of fatal accidents could be 
lessened if all would practice careful 
ness and take no chances where the 
railroad track is concerned. 



On October 13th and 14th, L928, 
there were gathered together in 
Dallas something like 500 deaf 
people from Oklahoma, Texas, 
Louisana, Arkansas and Mississippi, 
for the purpose of witnessing the 
football game between Texas and 
Oklahama, and to attend Dallas 
Division No. 63 N. F. S. D.'s tenth 
annual fraternival, and also to take 
in the Texas State Fair, the world's 
largest exposition of its kind. 

For the first time in the history 
of the Southwest, two teams repre- 
senting deaf players met in a foot- 
ball game,, on October 13, 1948, 
when the Texas and Oklahoma 
deaf teams played in Dallas, with 
the Texas team coming out the 
winner by the store of 13 to 0. 
Those 13 points made by the Texas 
team, however, are not a basis on 
which to judge the difference in the 
power of the two teams. Though 
Texas is my Alma Mater and I 
wanted to her to win the game, in 
all fairness to the Oklahoma boys 
and their coach, I must say that 
had the Oklahoma boys gott< 
Dallas as soon as did the Texans, 
and had they been in as good phy- 
sical condition, the game would 
have been a to tie For both 
the Texas touchdowns were the re- 
sult of fumbles by the Oklahoma 
boys. 

The Oklahoma delegation can well 
l*e proud of their school, their play- 
on the team, and their coach, 
for they one and all made a fine im- 
pression upon everyone who attend 
ed the game. The Texas players 
were all fine gentlemen, and pis 
a wonderful game, and deserve'! 
win. But we cannot say as much 
for their coach, for throughout his* 
stay in Dallas, he showed no cour- 
tesy whatever to the deaf folks who 
made the game possible, refusing to 
allow his team in the group picture, 
and making hard feelings among the 
visitors and local deaf people by his 
bard-boiled tacti 

The game was made possible by 
the kindness of Supt! Blattner of the 
Oklahoma School, and Supt. 
Scott of the Texas School, in allow- 
ing the pupils and the teachers, and 
players to take time out from 
to make the trip. The proee • 
of the game, while payifl 
profit to each school, fell far below 
at ions, but next year we hop* 
to plav the game On the Btal 
Grounds and make ten times as much 
money.
